Los Angeles 

Thousands of police officers 
throughout Southern California and 
neighboring states hunted Thursday 
for a disgruntled former Los Angeles 
officer wanted for going on a deadly 
shooting rampage that he warned 
in an online posting would target 
those on the force who wronged 
him, authorities said. 

Police issued a statewide “officer 
safety warning” and more than 40 
protection details were sent to pos- 
sible targets named in the posting 
that was believed to be written by 
the fired officer, Christopher Domer, 
who has military training. Among 
those mentioned were members of 
the Los Angeles Police Department. 

“I will bring unconventional 
and asymmetrical warfare to those 
in LAPD uniform whether on or 
off duty,” said the Facebook post 
manifesto that police believe to be 
Dorner’s because there are details 
in it only he would know. 

The post continued: “Unfortu- 
nately, I will not be alive to see my 
name cleared. That’s what this is 
about, my name. A man is nothing 
without his name.” 

The hunt spread from Califor- 


nia to Nevada, Arizona and Mex- 
ico, said a U.S. Marshals Service 
official who spoke on condition of 
anonymity. 

The search for Dorner, 33, who 
was fired from the

Authorities also believe Dorner 
opened fire early Thursday on police 
in cities east of Los Angeles, killing 
an officer and wounding another. 

Police Chief Charlie Beck 
detailed Dorner’s alleged crimes in 
an unusual news conference in an 
underground room at police head- 
quarters. The chief said that all 
measures were being implement- 
ed to ensure officer safety. 

Dorner has available multiple 
weapons including an assault rifle, 
said Beck, who urged Dorner to 
surrender. “Nobody else needs to

John Brennan, testifying at a con- 
firmation hearing Thursday as 
President Barack Obama’s nomi- 
nee to head the Central Intelligence 
Agency, defended drone strikes 
against terrorist targets but insist- 
ed that it was better to detain ter- 
rorists than kill them. 

“Nothing could be further 
from the truth,” he said of the idea 
that the U.S. uses the strikes by 
unmanned aircraft as retaliation. 

Brennan is a veteran of more 
than three decades in intelligence 
work and is currently serving as 
Obama’s top counterterrorism 
adviser in the White House. 

In hours of questioning from 
the Senate Intelligence Committee, 
Brennan conceded that after years 
of intelligence work, he is uncertain 
whether the use of waterboarding 
has yielded valuable information. 

He declined several times to say 
whether waterboarding is torture, 
but he did say it is “something that 
... should never be done again.”

Iran extends a hand 
to longtime U.S. ally 
as 34-year rift heals 

Cairo 

After decades of mistrust, Irani- 
an President Mahmoud Ahma- 
dinejad said Thursday that his 
country wanted closer relations 
with Egypt. 

He spoke at a news conference 
in Cairo of forging “comprehen- 
sive” and “unfettered” ties, some- 
thing that if realized could mean 
a new and powerful alliance that 
could reshape the turbulent Mid- 
dle East. 

Ahmadinejad’s visit to Egypt 
is the first by an Iranian leader in 
three decades. He used his three- 
day stay to try to cement ties while 
attending an Islamic summit. 


Warmer relations could have 
uncomfortable repercussions for 
the U.S. and its wealthy Gulf allies, 
giving Iran a foothold to spread its 
influence in Egypt — the most pop- 
ulous Arab country with 85 mil- 
lion people. 

In turn, Egypt could gain an 
avenue to influence the fate of 
Syria, a key ally of Iran, as well 
as reap economic benefits such as 
increased tourism and investment.

But it caused a backlash at 
home, where some among the most- 
ly Sunni Muslim population resent 
what they see as Shiite Iran’s bid 
to spread its influence. 

In a goodwill gesture, Ahma- 
dinejad announced that Iran 
intends to cancel visa requirements 
for Egyptian tourists and business- 
men.

In my dreams — or, specifically, in a dream I had 
the other night — everyone could get anywhere by 
hopping through a wormhole. No SmarTrip card 
was required, although for some reason we were 
expected to always have thick socks. (Can any 
shrinks out there explain that one?) 


That’s probably not the future of 
transportation in Washington. But 
what will be? 

Metro recently took a stab at 
answering that question with the 
release of its strategic “Momen- 
tum” plan, which would bring new 
tunnels (for trains and pedestri- 
ans), bus-only street lanes and an 
upgraded electrical grid to allow for 
more eight-car trains. The goal: Get 
people moving safely and efficiently. 

If WMATA succeeds, some driv- 
ers might hang up their car keys, 
and we won’t have to hear that D.C. 


has been named the top city in the 
country for traffic congestion. Again. 

The city can’t rely on Momen- 
tum alone, so the District Depart- 
ment of Transportation is propping 
its own plan for the decades ahead. 

Specifically, DDOT is going for 
“a bold and implementation-focused 
vision,” and you’re invited to pitch in 
through moveDC (Wemovedc.org). 
On Saturday, anyone who lives, 
works or plays in the District is 
welcome at an Idea Exchange at 
the MLK Jr. Library (901 G St. NW). 

“We’re acutely focused on public 


participation and reaching groups 
who haven’t been involved in the 


past,” says moveDC manager Col- 
leen Hawkinson, who hopes to drum 
up feedback and recommendations. 

Saturday’s schedule starts with 
a transportation fair, 
a collection of wonky 
diversions designed 
for the whole fami- 
ly. Participants can 
use building blocks 
to create their ideal 
streetscapes, pose for 
photos with trans- 
portation props and 
map out their regular movements 
with pins and string. 

The main event comes at 11 a.m. 


After opening remarks by Mayor 
Gray, Council member Mary Cheh 
and DDOT director Terry Bellamy, 
moveDC will host a panel discus- 
sion on — what else? — the future 


of transportation. 

I got a preview of what to expect 
from panelist Anita Hairston, a 
senior associate at PolicyLink who 
advocates for equity in transpor- 
tation investment. Her position is 
that buses, trains, cars and bikes 
aren’t just how people get around. 
They’re how they get ahead. 

“Transportation is at the heart 
of opportunity,” Hairston says. 

So as new options arise, it’s 
critical that they’re open to every- 
one. One recent example Hairston 
applauds is Capital Bikeshare’s part- 
nership with Bank On DC, which is 
helping folks who don’t have cred- 
it cards get access to the system. 

Hairston has no doubt that huge 
benefits can come from real-time 


information displayed on smart- 
phones, the expansion of car shar- 
ing and other technological advanc- 
es, but she says it’s critical to think 
about the whole population and 
what’s feasible and affordable. 


Wormholes or no, we really are 
headed to another world. And we’ll

No Ethics Penalties for Graham 


Board says it finds 
evidence of violation, 
lacks sanction power 

Washington 

A District government ethics board 
said there is “substantial evidence” 
that D.C. Council member Jim Gra- 
ham, D-Ward 1, violated the code of 
conduct for city employees by inter- 
vening in a 2008 contract dispute. 
But the board said it could not for- 
mally sanction Graham because it 
had no authority to do so at the time 
the violations occurred. 

The Board of Ethics and Gov- 
ernment Accountability held that 


Graham “abandoned his impar- 
tiality and demonstrated inappro- 
priate preferential treatment” in 
offering his support for a particu- 
lar lottery contract bidder in return 
for the same bidder’s withdraw- 
al from a real- estate project. That 
offer, the board said, broke at least 
three provisions of the employee 
code of conduct. 

Graham was motivated, the 
board said, to transfer the real- 
estate project to a favored devel- 
opment firm that had given him 
campaign donations. 

The board relied on the findings 
of an investigation performed by a 
law firm on behalf of Metro — on 
whose board of directors Graham

“There’s no evidence to support 
it,” Graham said. “The board went 
way beyond the bounds of fairness. 
... If they want to investigate this, 
investigate it and then conclude.”

Audit: 3 of 4 
Toll Violators 
Not Paying Up 

Washington 

The Metropolitan Washington Air- 
ports Authority, which operates the 
Dulles Toll Road, failed to collect 
fines from 3 out of every 4 toll vio- 
lators cited in 2012, foregoing what 
could be a lucrative pool of reve- 
nue, according to an audit. 

The authority sent 95,269 vio- 
lations in 2012 and, of those, near- 
ly 71,000 were not paid. Over- 
all in 2012, MWAA tallied about 
1 million toll violations, but viola- 
tion notices were sent for only the 
95,269, or about 10 percent. 

Since MWAA began manag- 
ing the toll road in 2009, the per- 
centage of violation notices that 
are paid has declined. In 2010, 
about 42 percent of the toll viola- 
tions were paid; in 2011, that per- 
centage declined to 27 percent.

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Retired Mascots 

Since the 1970s, hundreds of high 
school and college teams have 
done away with Native American 
nicknames, though many others 
remain. Here are a few schools that 
made notable changes: 

^ Oklahoma was one of the first 
schools to act, retiring its “Little 
Red” mascot in 1969.

As a Native American, former Col- 
orado Sen. Ben Nighthorse Camp- 
bell lists four nicknames he finds 
offensive: savage, squaw, buck 
and redskin. 

“It’s fine if you want to be a 
savage — use your own picture,” 
Campbell said. 

Hurtful names and racial ste- 
reotypes were discussed and dis- 
sected Thursday in a daylong sym- 
posium at the National Museum of 
the American Indian. 

“There’s certain words you can’t 
cover up and hide,” Campbell said. 
“They’re wrong to the beginning 
and they’re wrong to the end.” 

The Redskins, in particular, 
took a beating from panelists and 
audience members in a packed 


auditorium. 

Organizers said the NFL team 
did not respond to an invitation to 
participate, and no one from the 
audience defended the Redskins 
name as the discussions contin- 
ued into the midafternoon. 

Washington native and Uni- 
versity of North Florida professor 
E. Newton Jackson was applaud- 
ed when he said he stopped using 
the nickname decades ago. The 
Redskins have often said that 
their name and logo honors Native 
Americans, but he didn’t buy it. 

“How does one person tell 
another that they honor them, 
when I’m telling you that what 
you’re saying is not honoring me?” 
Jackson said. 

The name, at least, was intend- 
ed to honor one man: former head

coach William Dietz. 

In 1933, team co-owner George 
Preston Marshall, the story goes, 
named the then-Boston Redskins 
after Dietz, who claimed to be part 
Sioux. The name followed the team 
to Washington. 

Then there’s the point Camp- 
bell said he often makes to Afri- 
can-American Redskins fans: “How 
you would like for us to change the 
name of that team to the Washing- 
ton Darkies?” 

Momentum is on the side of 
those advocating a change, though 
Redskins owner Dan Snyder has 
been adamant about keeping the 
name, a stance reiterated last week 
by NFL Commissioner Roger 
Goodell. Opponents’ best chance 
at a name change is if the U.S. Pat- 
ent and Trademark Office voided 
the trademark, which would hit 
Snyder in the pocketbook. 

A group of American Indians 
made progress on that front during 
a 17-year court battle that came to 


a halt in 2009 because it was ruled 
that the plaintiffs waited too long 
to file their original case. There is 
now a new case that is due for a 
hearing next month. 

Suzan Shown Harjo, president 
of the Washington-based Morning 
Star Institute, an advocacy group, 
said there are about 900 trouble- 
some nicknames and mascots 
across the country, down from a 
peak of more than 3,000. 

Among the other nicknames 
and mascots to face scrutiny 
Thursday was a red-skinned image 
named “Mr. Yakoo” used by the 
North Quincy Red Raiders at a high 
school in Massachusetts. 

Still, one speaker wondered 
where to draw the line with such 
political correctness, questioning 
whether the Boston Celtics name 
and leprechaun logo might ran- 
kle the Irish. 

“Leprechauns really don’t exist,” 
Jackson replied, eliciting laughter.

James Harden 
is a star. 

Some questioned if last 
season’s sixth man of the 
year could handle the 
role of go-toguywhen 
he was dealt from the 
Thunder to the Rockets. 
Harden is answering 
that question with a 
resounding yes. He’s fifth 
in the league in scoring, 
averaging 25.8 points 
a game, while leading 
Houston into playoff 
position at 27-24. With 
Harden guiding them, the 
Rockets are the second- 
highest scoring team in 
the NBA (105.8 points per 
game).

The Warriors are 30-

New York clings to the 
second seed in the East 
behind the oldest roster in 
NBA history, which features 
four players 38 or older and 
35-year-old "rookie" Pablo 
Prigioni from Argentina.

That’s not a shock, but the

Saying goodbye to her washer-dryer. That 
was one of the hardest things for Jamie 
Hahn when she and her boyfriend, Ben 
Gelfand, moved from Houston to the D.C. 
area so Ben could attend law school at 
Georgetown University. 

The couple had already done some 
research and were working with local 
apartment locator firm Urban Igloo (877- 
445-6632, Urbanigloo.com), so they knew 
they’d have to sacrifice such things as size 
and amenities to afford the D.C. area’s 
high rent prices. 

In Houston, they’d leased a 950-square- 
foot one-bedroom apartment with a den 
and the much-loved washer-dryer for 
$800 a month. Here, they were aiming 
for a monthly rent of $1,500 and found a 
one-bedroom apartment just shy of that in 
northern Alexandria. It’s only 800 square 
feet and, alas, doesn’t have a washer-dry- 
er in the unit. 

“That was something that was real- 
ly sad for me to let go of, but it was nec- 
essary,” says Hahn, 25, a freelance opera 
stage manager. 

The city of D.C. and its environs have 
some of the highest apartment rents in 
the country, which can lead to some seri- 
ous sticker shock for folks who move here 
from less-expensive areas. They soon find 
that they either have to pay up to get every- 
thing they want or eliminate some of their

must-haves to bring the rent down to 
a more reasonable level. 

Just how expensive is this area? 
According to Boston-based Proper- 
ty and Portfolio Research (Pprglobal 
.com), which tracks commercial real- 
estate markets, the Washington region is 
the seventh most expensive major met- 
ropolitan area in the country in which to 
rent a Class A apartment, classified as 
a unit in a property built in the past 15 
years with lots of amenities and high- 
er-quality interior finishes. 

The average rent for a one-bedroom 
Class A apartment in the D.C. metro 
area during the last quarter of 2012 
was $1,919, according to PPR. Com- 
pare that to the Houston metro area, 
where the average rent for the same 
type of unit is $1,106. In the Chicago 
metro area, it’s $1,538. 

The average apartment rent for all 
apartments in the D.C. metro area at the 
end of 2012 was $1,555, compared to 
$861 in Houston and $1,187 in Chicago.

Looking for a little relief from high 
rental prices? In next week’s Ready to 
Rent, we’ll investigate the ins and outs 
of rent-control laws in the area. 


Of course, a few cities are still more 
expensive than Washington: The aver- 
age rent for all apartments in the New 
York metro area is $3,152, and in San 
Francisco, it’s $2,327. 

There are a few factors driving those 
high prices. The D.C. area weathered 
the economic storm a lot better than 
other parts of the country. The employ- 
ment market, fueled by federal govern- 
ment jobs, stayed fairly strong, which 
meant plenty of people were still mov- 
ing to the area for work. 

“With higher employment and a 
better-than-average economy, that’s 
going to fuel a lot of demand,” says 
Chris Brown, vice president of prod- 
uct management at Apartments.com. 

And D.C .’s job market is transient. 
It’s dominated by the federal govern- 
ment and related businesses and non- 
profits, which means people are con- 
stantly moving in and out of the area 
for jobs fueled by federal spending. 

“You have a lot of contractors and 
folks doing internships,” says Svenja 
Gudell, a senior economist at Seattle- 
based real-estate information market- 
place Zillow (Zillow.com). “Those types 
of jobs more often than not require 
temporary housing. If someone is only 
going to be there for six months or a

year, they’re not going to buy a house 
in most cases.” 

Because the D.C. job market didn’t 
suffer as much, housing prices in the 
area didn’t take as much of a hit as in 
other metro areas. That’s kept a lot 
of would-be homebuyers in the rent- 
al market. 

“In order to buy a house or condo, 
it’s still rather expensive in this area 
compared to the rest of the country,” 
says Eric Suissa, director of sales for 
the DC Apartment Co., an apartment 
locator firm (202-600-9500, Dcapart 
mentco.com). “People still don’t have the 
necessary down payments, so they’re 
going to keep renting.” 

A lack of apartment supply has also 
contributed to rising rents. As of the 
fourth quarter of 2012, much of the 
metro area had very few empty apart- 
ments. The vacancy rates in many areas 
were 5 percent or less, with some areas 
seeing vacancies of 2 percent or less, 
according to PPR. 

Since apartments were scarce, land- 
lords and property owners could raise 
rents. According to Crant Montgomery 
of the real-estate research firm Delta 
Associates (Deltaassociates.com), Class

A rents shot up by 7.8 percent in 2010. 
That’s much higher than the average 
long-term growth of 4.5 percent. 

The good news is that rents lev- 
elled off after that surge. They rose 
by only 1.9 percent in 2012, even less 
than in 2011, which saw Class A rents 
rise by 2.4 percent. 

And more good news for renters is 
on the horizon: Many newly built apart- 
ments will be coming on the market in 
2013, as an improving economy and 
loosening of credit sources has spurred 
many stalled apartment projects into 
construction. And more supply could 
mean lower prices. 

Though renters shouldn’t expect 
to see significant declines in apart- 
ment prices, “it will make for a more 
competitive market for landowners 
and a little better market for renters 
in terms of choice,” says Crant Mont- 
gomery, a senior vice president at Delta 
Associates. 

Since most of the new apartments 
will be of the Class A variety, renters 
might be able to get a little more for 
their money from landlords looking 
to fill up their buildings. 

“The real risk is that there will be 
more of those shiny, new, expensive 
units delivered than people who can 
necessarily afford them,” says Erica 
Champion, a senior real estate econ- 
omist for PPR. “That might mean a 
little more in the way of a bargain for 
renters.” 

Of course, renters need to take 
advantage sooner rather than later: 
These deals will only last until the units 
are filled, beth luberecki (for express)

Grab a bottle of sparkling wine (+ two flutes) and follow these bubbly basics 


This Valentine’s Day, you have a choice: Go to a fancy restaurant and gaze into 
the eyes of your boo. or stay in to avoid the cloying lovebirds. Whatever side of 
the sappy spectrum your night falls on, there’s a good chance sparkling wine will 
enhance it. “People tend to pick up Champagne for New Year’s or a wedding,” says 
Sam Heitner, director of the Champagne Bureau, USA, a regulatory group that 
represents grape growers in Champagne, France. “But I’ve tasted it in all sorts of 
atmospheres: at a barbecue, a kid’s party, before baseball games. It changes the 
mood immediately.” Here’s everything you need to know about bubbly before you 

fill those flutes. HOLLEY SIMMONS (EXPRESS): ILLUSTRATIONS BY ALLISON GHAMAN (FOR EXPRESS) 


Flat to Fizz 

All sparkling wine begins as still 
wine, much like the stuff you’d 
sip alongside stinky cheese. The 
“sparkle” is most commonly the 
result of a double fermentation 
process: Sugar and yeast are added 
to bottles of wine, causing bubbles 
of carbon dioxide to form. Bottles 
are then slowly rotated until the 


yeast collects at the crown. Next, the 
botties are uncapped, the dead yeast 
is forced out, and a combination of 
wine and sugar — called a dosage 
— is added for sweetness. Then it’s 
corked and shipped out. 

The smaller the dosage, the 
drier the sparkler. Dryness rang- 
es from extra brut (super dry) to 
demi-sec (sweet, sweet, sweet). 

What’s in a Name? 

Unless the bottle of bubbly 
was produced in Champagne 
in northeast France, it cannot, 
according to a 2006 U.S. tax bill, 
be called Champagne. Rather, it’s a 
sparkling wine. This is a distinction 
Heitner makes a living defending. 

“The consumer needs to know

Pairs Well With: Salads 
with citrusy dressings, 
poultry, seafood or pork 
you’ve prepared with a 
light sauce.

Reserva; Cava, Spain; $27 
per bottle, Firstvine.com 



Prosecco 

Country of Origin: Italy 
Flavor Profile: Prosecco’s 
grapes are grown in the 
northeast province of the 
same name. It tends to 
have a residual sweetness 
(Bellini, anyone?) and 
isn’t as bone dry as 
Champagne or cava. 

Pairs Well With: Foods 
with a natural sweetness 
such as shrimp, lobster 
and mussels. 

Our Recommendation: 
Villa Sandi, II Fresco 
Prosecco; Prosecco, Italy; 
$14 per bottle, Bevmo 
.com 



New World 

Country of Origin: U.S., 
Australia and others 
Flavor Profile: Because 
the grapes are typically 
grown in warmer 
climates, the resulting 
wine has hints of tropical 
fruit such as mango, 
pineapple and citrus. 
Pairs Well With: 
Particularly salty dishes 
such as caviar, pork and 
cheese provide balance. 
Our Recommendation: 
Thibaut-Janisson, 

Blanc de Chardonnay; 
Monticello, Va.; $28 per 
bottle, Schneider’s of 
Capitol Hill 
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where their sparkling wine comes 
from, because it impacts how they 
shop,” he says. “It’s not like a melon 
you can smell [to determine its 
quality]. You have to rely on a label.” 

Wineries established before 
2006 were granted a pass, which 
explains why you’ll still see “Cal- 
ifornia Champagne” on your Kor- 
bel and — as if! — Andre bottles. 

Worldly Pursuits 

Like Champagne, names of other 
popular European sparklers are 
tied to their place of origin: Cava 
is only produced in Spain (mainly 
in Catalonia); prosecco comes from 
Veneto in northeast Italy; and 
espumante hails from Portugal. 

Raised temps and fermentation 
advancements mean countries like 
Australia and the U.S. can produce 
their own versions. Though they’re 
slightly acidic like their European 
cousins, these “New World” spar- 
klers have a distinct flavor. 

“The warmer the climate, the 
fruitier they’ll taste,” says D.C. vino 
dealer Tom Natan of First Vine Wine 
Imports and Sales (Firstvine.com). 

Pricey Pours 

Because of their laborious creation 
process and cachet, sparklers often 
cost more than flat wines. A decent 
bottle of Champagne starts at 
around $20 and can reach house 
down-payment levels. (At Heist, a

new club off Dupont Circle, you can 
get a bottle of Armand de Brignac’s 
Ace of Spades for $25,000.) 

But don’t let a high price tag 
prevent you from mixing bubbly 
with humble fare such as potato 
chips and other barbecue basics. 

“I’ve had sparkling wine with 
a burger topped with caramelized 
onions and it was really good,” 
Natan says. “You already know it 
tastes good. It eliminates the guess 
work from deciding what to serve 
with a particular dish.” 



Opening

foil, keeping your thumb 
overthecork.
